PIONEER ROTOR VESSEL 
ARRIVES AT NEW YORK 


Inventor Holds Long Voyage 
Demonstrates Soundness 
of New Principle. 


6,200 MILES IN 38 DAYS 


New York, May 9 (By A. P.).— 
The world’s first rotor ship, the 
Baden-Baden, from Hamburg, Ger- 
many, arrived in New York harbor 
today. Flying the flag of the new 
German republic, she came up the 
harbor on wind power alone at a 
9-knot clip while tugs and shipping 
tooted and ferryboat passengers 
stared. 

The 600-ton ship, with its two 
huge rotor towers making an aver- 
age of 95 revolutions a minute, was 
carrying a cargo of building stone. 
It completed an experimental trip 
of 6,200 miles-in 38 days. 

Anton Flettner, inventor of the 
rotor, met the ship at quarantine. 
After receiving the reports of Capt. 
Peter Callsen he announced that he 
considered the voyage had demon- 
strated the success of the rotor prin- 
ciple. A considerable saving in 
Diesel oil is practical evidence, he 
said. The rotors, which act in place 


Prof sails and have no connection with 


the propeller, were in operation 
about 70 per cent of the voyage, 
frequently unassisted by the six- 
cylinder 260-horsepower main 
Diesel engine. The daily rotor mile- 
age was greater on this trip than 
ever reached before and greater 
than was thought possible, Mr. 
Flettner said. 

On one of the best days the ship 
made 212 miles, although the aver- 
age daily run was about 168 miles 
for the trip.

FOREIGNERS LIMITED 
IN SELLING FRANCS 


Must Show Passports to Pur- 
chase Over $31.50 Worth 
of Other Money. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Paris, May 9.—-Foreigners in 
France henceforth must show their 
passports to purchase mor¢d than 
1,000 francs’ ($31.50) worth of any 
foreign money, according to in- 
structions from the minister of 
finance, sent to all the banks. 

Tourists wishing to obtain for- 
eign moneys in order to travel may 
obtain 5,000 francs’ ($157.50) 
worth on showing their passports 
visaed to the country of destination. 

French persons are unable to pur- 
chase a single franc’s worth of any 
foreign money without proving a 


specific need, such as purchasing 
materials for their business abroad 
and so forth. . 

The measure is irksome to Amer- 
icans living in France and wishing 
to pay bills in the United States, 
England or elsewhere, and it also 
hampers travelers, as the 6,000- 
franc limit leaves only a small 
amount for urgent needs. 

Finance Minister Raoul 
hopes to curb the _ speculation 
against the franc and the conver- 
sion of French money into gold 
values across the frontier through 
strictly applying the measure.

The advisory committee is an un- 
official group of six women repre- 
senting opposite points of view, who 
were invited to consult with Miss 
Mary Anderson, director of the 
women’s bureau, on special laws 
regulating the employment of 
women. 


f Special Laws Opposed. 


The other members of the ad- 
visory committee are Miss Alice 
Paul, Miss Maud Younger and Miss 
Doris Stevens (Mrs. Dudley Field 
Malone), representing the National 
Woman’s Party. They, according 
to the other three, are opposed to 
any special laws for women recog- 
nizing an inequality of the sexes 
and are likewise attempting to pre- 
vent any genuine investigation of 
the question of such laws. 

The real cause of the split in the 
ranks of the members of the com- 
mittee, it was learned, has been 
the refusal of the representatives 
of the National Woman’s Party to 
consent to the committee meeting 
in executive sessions and their de- 
termined stand that the meetings 
shall be open to the public. 

“The women’s party, which does 
not represent working women at all 
and most of whose members never 
had to work for a living, does not 
want a scientific investigation, but 
public hearings and forum for its 
speakers,’ said Mrs. Leslie. ‘‘Work- 
ing women who advocate labor 
laws and need them could not 
testify at public hearings without 
risk of losing their jobs: The 
women’s party refuses to-play the 
game square.”

Around the World as Boy. 


Wanderlust laid hold upon Byrd 
early in life, but instead of becom- 
ing its slave he so controlled and 
directed himself that his great am- 
bition was achieved—an airplane 
expedition to the north pole. 

The same rare gift of persuasion 
which won Edsel Ford, John D. 
Rockefeller, jr., and others to sup- 
port his polar flight, gained a_ nota- 
ble decision back in 1901. 

As a lad of 12, Byrd wanted 
to make a trip around the world 
by himself and his arguments to 
a mother at first unwilling to grant 
permission proved successful. Start- 
ing from Richmond, Va., a city 
founded by his forefathers, Byrd 
went overland to San Francisco. 
where he caught a steamer for the 
Philippines. Then he traveled on 
coasting vessels from one Asiatic 
port to another. 

After the European journey, he 
crossed on a liner to New York. 
where, as the youngest unescorted 
globe trotter in the world, he we 
interviewed by no less than fift 
reporters.

The drys in their brief, prepared 
by Wayne B. Wheeler, general 
counsel of ihe Antisaloon league. 
demanded that the committee give 
dry enforcement officials the power 
they need to make prohibition ef- 
fective and asserted that the nation 
was not in the mood to “permit 
criminals and lawbreakers to re- 
vise its Constitution and repeal its 
laws.’”’ 

Asking the committee to reopen 
the hearings and summon Mr. 
Wheeler for cross-examination, the 
wets said they particularly wanted 
him questioned as to the amount of 
contributions to the Antisaloon 
league by Judge Elbert H. Gary, 
chairman of the board of the 
United States Steel Corporation; 
John D. Rockefeller, jr., and other 
captains of industry. 

The wets also asked that the 
committee inquire into ‘‘the signifi- 
cance of the strange phenomenon 
that after the alliance of the Anti- 
saloon league and big business to 
keep up a continuous ferment or 
smoke screen over prohibition that 
antitrust prosecutions suddenly 
ceased, and that certain great polit- 
ical leaders, who had rocked the 
country with their denunciations of 
combinations of capital in restraint 
of trade, became strangely silent on 
this subject after their zeal in pro- 
hibition had reached the Antisaloon 
league pay roll stage.”’ 


Subpenas Are Demanded. 


“Subpena Mr. Wheeler!” the 
brief added. ‘‘Subpena Mr. Rocke- 
feller! Subpena Judge Gary! Re- 
call Dr. Ernest H. Cherrington, of 
the World League Against Alcohol- 
ism, who escaped cross-examina- 
tion, due to the absence of Senator 
Reed.

Secretary Mellon Says Much 
Can Be Accomplished

MORE BLUE SKY LAWS. 
SAID TO BE NEEDED 


Control Would Come Under 
Direction of the Com- 
merce Commission. 


The passage of a Federal law to 
prevent stock frauds by repressing 
the flow of issues of fraudulent or 
worthless securities through inter- 
state commerce is suggested by Sec- 
retary Mellon in an article in the 
American Bankers association 
Journal, published yesterday. 

“One of the most important prob- 
lems confronting this country is 
the prevention of the sale of frau- 
dulent securities,’’ Mr. Mellon says. 
“The State governments are doing 
what they can to combat this evil. 
The Federal government itself is 
exercising the full power of its reg- 
ulatory organizations to lessen the 
perpetuation of frauds through the 
mails. In spite of all, more than 
$500,000,000, it is estimated, are 
iost each year, largely by small in- 
vestors. In many instances this 
could have been prevented if the 
investing public had been impressed 
with the necessity for investigat- 
ing the security or asking the opin- 


f ion of some competent adviser. 


Education Would Aid. 


‘“‘Much can: be accomplished by 
education and perhaps the real so- 
lution of the fraudulent security 
problem depends on the success of 
such a campaign. But processes of 
education are slow and each year 
a very appreciable amount of cap- 
ital is being lost so that it would 
seem to be the duty of the Federa: 
government to provide adequate 
legal machinery saad protecting the 
public. 

*‘‘Several bills have been intro- 
duced in Congress. One _ under- 
takes to prohibit use of the mails 
or any agencies of interstate or 
foreign commerce for transmission 
of securities for sale to any person 
in any other State in which it is 
unlawful to sell-or solicit subscrip- 
tions for such swirity, also of let- 
ters and circulars soliciting orders 
or procuring advertisements for 
Sale of such securities. The bill 
exempts several important classes 
of securities and business transac- 
tions. Notwithstanding the exemp- 
tions, such a bill would unreason- 
ably restrict transactions in secur- 
ities. It would subject all trans- 
actions in securities conducted 
through the agencies of interstate 
commerce to the blue sky and fraud 
laws of the various States and 
place upon the Federal govern- 
ment almost insuperable difficultie: 
in enforcing these diverse laws 
many of which create purely tech- 
The proposed law 
has the further disadvantage of 
tacitly approving all dealing in 
securities in the exempt list regard- 
less of how undesirable such deal- 
ings may be,

Without attempting to 
interfere with the various State 
commissioners the situation is es- 
sentially one which should be 
dealt with by Congress through a 
law applicable to fraudulent trans- 
actions and issues of securities em- 
ploying interstate agencies. 

‘It has been suggested that the 
situation could be met most simply 
and adequately by a law under 
which such securities as appear to 
be fraudulent could be brought to 
the attention of the United States 
Department of Justice through pro- 
ceedings in the nature of an infor- 
mation. The Attorney General 
could then be authorized to inves- 
tigate such securities and if he 
found evidence of fraud to issue a 
summary order forbidding’ their 
further sale under heavy penalties. 

“Such a law would not interfere 
with the flow of legitimate invest- 
ments or the prompt sale of securi- 
ties which is so essential in the in- 
vestment business. The great ma- 
jority of investment bankers are 
honest and scrupulous men who in- 


vestigate with extreme care every 


issue sponsored by them. Only a 
small number are actuated by a de- 


sire to defraud and in trying to: 


protect the public we must not 
harass and interfere too much with 
legitimate operations. The invest- 
ment banker plays an important 
part in the country’s development. 
It is for his protection, as well as 
the pudlic, that a sound national 
policy should be established where- 
by the sale of fraudulent securities 
can be prevented.

Ward surrendered to the authori- 
(ies two days after the body had 
been identified as that of Peters, 
of Haverhill, Mass., a former sallor.

$75,000 to a blackmail gang, to 
vhich he said, Peters belonged. 

He was freed on January 22, 1923, 
by Supreme Court Justice Seeger, 
but upon order of Gov.

A second indictment for first de- 
gree murder was returned on July 
26, 19238, but Ward was acquitted 
September 28, 1923, on his thirty-

The landscape of 
the mining districts of England, 
Scotland, and Wales is blurred by 
the rows of one and two-room 
houses in which the miners live. 
Frequently, these houses have been 
condemned by health inspectors, 
but since no other provision has 
been made the miner, his wife and 
children, perhaps even a _ lodger, 
must make the best of the accom- 
modations. It is no rare thing for 
a miner’s family to cook, eat, sleep 
and bathe in the same room. Mod- 
ern sanitary conveniences are 
virtually unknown except in the 
newer mining villages. The miner’s 
wife, whose husband and sons may 
be working on different shifts, 
finds little rest from the perpetual 
grind of preparing the baths for 
the men as they comne home black 
with coal dust from the pit. Steam- 
ing clothes may often be found 
drying before the same fire at 
which the food is being prepared. 
For it must be remembered that 
only some 30 mines out of a total 
of 2,500 have bathing accommoda- 
tions for their miners. These pit- 
head baths take care of only 2 per 
cent of the workers. 


Demand New Conditions, 


“The miners insist that these con- 
ditions shall be changed. The own- 
ers reply that present finances make 
impossible either the maintenance 
of present wages or the building of 
new houses. As to accidents, they 
claim that they are doing every- 
thing possible to insure greater 
safety and that workman’s compen- 
sation is already costing them over 
$15,000,000 a year, or 6 cents per 
ton of coal produced. They can see 
no help for the miner, or indeed, 
for the industry until costs of pro- 
duction are decreased to the point 
where they are better able to com- 
pete in the world market. 

“The miners reply that relief may 
be found in channels other than 
lower wages. They see a way out 
through the elimination of royalties 
and the development of more effi- 
cient management. They insist 
that the $30,000,000 now paid in 
royalties each year to the owners of

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‘ DRESS DESIGNS. 

An interesting feature of the proposed copy- 
right bill has cropped out. It was of sufficient 
importance to require a reopening of the hear- 
ings, probably because many women of note 
opposed the copyrighting of dress designs. 

The committee was told very plainly by one 
woman witness that Congress should not enact 
any law which would be a barrier to the grati-

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BUYING STOCKS. 

In April of last year the legislature of the 
State of New York, at the instance of Attorney 
General Ottinger, amended the anti-stock fraud 
law so as to make that measure effective.

It 
is asserted that the operations of these fraud- 
ulent brokerage houses have mulcted the peo- 
ple of the State of as much as $600,000,000 in 
one year.

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MOTOR CAR FATALITIES. 


The Department of Commerce reports that 
the number of fatal automobile accidents in 
79 large cities in the course of the four weeks 
ending April 24 reached a total of 424, or 74 
more than in the preceding four weeks. This 
is the greatest number reported since the 
four-week period ending with January 2. It 
is, however, far under the number that oc- 
“curred in the four weeks ending with Decem- 
ber 5, 1925, when there were 632. 

Eleven cities showed no fatalities in the 
last four weeks, all of them in Eastern States. 
Two cities—New Bedford, Mass., and Water- 
bury, Conn., have had no fatalities in the last 
sixteen weeks. This suggests that it might not 
be a bad plan for traffic directors to make a 
study of the traffic rules of those municipalities. 

In the statistics given by the Commerce De- 
partment it is disclosed that New York, as was 
to be expected, headed the list in the number 
of deaths, with a total of 77. No other city 
approached this number, the next highest be- 
ing Chicago with 34, while Philadelphia had 
only 18. Washington had 6 deaths, as com- 
pared with 3 in the preceding four weeks. 

In computing the ratio of fatal automobile 
accidents for the large cities, the Department 

Commerce figures show that Jacksonville, 

., had the highest rate per 100,000 popu- 
lation of any city in the country in 1925, with 
46, while New Bedford had the fewest, 12.3. 
Washington’s ratio was 17.4. 

It is probable that the increase in the num- 
-ber of deaths from automobile accidents for 
the last four-week period over the preceding 
four weeks is due to the greater traffic of the 
spring season. 
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A SUBSTITUTE FOR RUBBER. 


Just as the British monopolists have again 
advanced the price of crude rubber comes the 
news from New York that there is hidden away 
in a bank vault the’formula for the manu- 
facture of a substitute which is equal in every 
respect, except tensile strength, to natural 
rubber. 

This formula is the discovery of an inven- 
tor named Wideen, who disappeared ten years 
ago, according to the New York story, and 
has never,been heard of since 1916. His 
wife, or widow as she believes herself to be, 
wants the Surrogate of Kings county to per- 
mit her to open the deposit box and extract 
the valuable document. But as the ‘‘corpus 
delicti’’ can not be produced and as the of- 
ficial insists on ‘‘being shown’’ the necessary 
permission to uncover the buried secret can 
not be obtained at present. Mrs. Wideen must 
wait until the demise of Knute, the husband, 
is more clearly established. . 

In tha meantime it is reported that German 
chemists of much fame passed upon the value 
of the discovery some time before the disap- 
pearance of Knute and that German interests 
offered fabulous sums for the formula.

BRAZIL'S NOTED WOMAN 
CALLED A “ROOSEVELT” 


Miss Emilie Snethlage Has 
Passed Years in Hunting 
Strange Animals. 


EXPERIENCED EXPLORER 


Rio de Janeiro, May 9 (By A. 
P.) —As a result of her experiences 
in the wilds of Brazil, Emilie Snheth- 
lage has become known as the 
“Roosevelt of South America,”’ and 
among the country’s leading wom- 


n. 

Born in Germany and educated 
there, she came to this country 21 
years ago because she believed it 
least explored by naturalists. She 
has spent all this time collecting 
and classifying strange mammals 
and birds. 

Unafraid of wild Indian tribes 
inhabiting a territory far from civ- 
ilization on the banks of the tribu- 
taries of the Amazon and ignorins 
warnings that no white person 
could escape death there. she began 
her explorations alone after becom- 
ing head of the zoological depart- 
ment of the Para State museum. 
Stories of the deadly fevers, 
snakes 40 feet long, flesh-eating 
fish, poisonous moths and jaguars 
brought only smiles from her. One 
of her greatest trips was to a region 
Phitherto uncovered by white people, 
between the Tapajoz and the Xingu 
(Shing-gew), two large rivers flow- 
ing north across the state of Para 
into the Amazon. She made the trip 
with Indian guides chosen from na- 
tive tribes. 

Three years ago she joined the 
staff of the Brazilian National mu- 
seum as a traveling naturalist. Since 
then she has explored some of the 
tablelands of central Brazil and 
along the coastal range of the 
Northeast. 

Miss Snethlage not only shoots 
and classifies her specimens, but 
also mounts them. She published 
“Birds of Amazonia’”’ in 1910, con- 
taining approximately 400 pages, 
and since coming to this country has 
written numerous technical articles 
on her discoveries and explorations. 
A scientist, she says, has no right 
to think of marriage.

WOUNDED SEA LION 
APPLIES FOR RELIEF 


Reported Taken Aboard Navy 
Hospital Ship After Leap- 
ing on Gangway. 

How a wounded sea lion applied 
for medical treatment to a navy 
hospital ship was related yesterday 
in a letter written by Norman S. 
Austensen, aboard the U. S. S. Re- 
lief, to his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
L. Austensen, of 717 Mount Ver- 
non place northwest. 

The sea lion leaped upon the 
gangway at the side of the ship and 
looked aloft with pain-filled eyes, 
the letter said. Commander D. M. 
Wood ordered him brought aboard 
and treated. Numerous § stitches 
were taken in a long, jagged wound 
under the left flipper, evidently 
caused by the propeller blade or a 
motor launch, and the flow of 
blood was stopped by one of the 
ship’s surgeons. 

The wound healed rapidly and 
the sea lion was returned to his 
natural element but insisted on 
swimming slowly about close to the 
Relief. Occasionally he would 
look up with soft-eyed adoration 
at his great white benefactor, 
Austensen wrote. Finally it was 
adopted as the ship’s mascot and 
is now the ship’s envoy to the 
court of King Neptune.

THE NATIONAL CONVENTION CITY. 


The Washington convention bureau is an in- 
stitution that should have the support of every 
business activity and every citizen of*the Na- 
tional Capital. There is no better way to 
advertise the attractions of a city than through 
conventions. CC. E. LaVigne, director of the 
local bureau, reporting on the work of the or- 
ganization for the first eleven months of its 
existence, gives the interesting information that 
in that period it has played a part in bringing 
to Washington 62,324 visitors, who have con- 
tributed a total business value amounting to 
$3, een’ 970. Of this’ sum, Mr. LaVigne says, 
$1,: 55,970 represents expenditures of 27,599 
pte delegates handled through the bu- 
reau, and $1,696,000 the estimated expendi- 
tures of 34,725 convention members booked 
for the near future. The bureau is in cor- 
respondence with 822 national -organizations 
which have been invited to hold their conven- 
tions here, and 125 have already indicated that 
they are considering accepting. The director 
states that most organizations select the cities 
in which to hold their meetings rather by reason 
of the facilities to meet their requirements than 
by the measure of attractions and entertain- 
ment. 


No other city in the United States can offer 
more adequate facilities, and certainly none 
greater attractions than Washington. With 
an auditorium capable of accommodating large 
crowds and.other places that can take care of 
small conventions, there is every facility re- 
quired for accommodating the delegates. But 
it is in the infinite number of attractions that 
Washington excels every other city in the coun- 
try. In this respect Director LaVigne points 
out that convention visitors offer the most im- 
mediate potential prospects for permanent resi- 
dents. The visitor to the city spends money and 
helps business, but it is the permanent resident 
who makes prosperity permanent. Washington 
can not have too many conventions. Every 
line of industry and business activity and every 
resident of Washington who leves his city ought 
to encourage the efforts of the Washington con- 
yention: bureau ‘in every way.

A LETTER TO BOYS OF 14. 
H. N. wants me to write a let- 
J ter to boys on the care of 
® their health. He said about 
boys, but I hope it can be made to 
boys as well as about boys; else it 
will not do much good. The boys 
I have in mind are those about 14 
years old. At that age a boy wants 
to do his own reading and thinking. 
It’s “Tell me” and not ‘‘Tell ma.’ 
What's told ‘‘ma’”’ to reach ‘‘me” in 
a roundabout way is pretty apt to 
get a wet reception. 

Boys of this age have almost no 
death rate, a very low contagion 
rate and a very low general sick- 
ness rate, but those facts are worth 
less when it. comes to talking to 
boys. They have no interest in 
that subject, nor in anything con- 
nected with it.

WEATHER VANE IN USE. 
FOR PAST 260 YEARS 


Chanticleer on Church at 
Albany Brought There 
in 1656. 


Albany, N. Y., May 9 (By A. P.). 
The old weathervane brought to the 
Dutch settlement here in 1656 is 
still in active service. It is a 
jaunty chanticleer of beaten brass, 
perched now on one of the two tall 


spires of the Madison avenue Re- 
formed church. 


Except for three bullet holes, 
which tradition says were the re- 
sults of potshots by the wondering 
and perhaps covetous Indians, the 
trim and well-proportioned cock 
has borne his centuries well. With 
head high and tail feathers proud- 
ly poised, he swings with the winds 
and the storms, surveying from all 
points of the compass the city he 
has known since it was in swad- 
dling clothes. 

Revered as the oldest relic of Al- 
bany’s early days, the weathercock 
has been in its present position 
since the erection of the church in 
1887. In that year it was recalled 
to duty after an 8l-year vacation 
that began when the ancient church 
at the foot of State street, on which 
it had stood for 150 years, was 
demolished. 

This old church, built in 16566, 
was the second house of worship 


-| Rensselaer, 


erected in the settlement. Its pred- 
ecessor, known as the First Re- 
formed Dutch church, had been con- 
structed in 1642 at a cost of $32 
and at the instigation of Kiliaen Van 
the patroon who in 
1630 had bought 700,000 f&acres of 
land in this section. In fourteen 
years, however, the worthy burgh- 
ers felt the need of more room for 
their devotions and chose a site out- 
side the walls of Fort Orange. 

One of their first cares was to 
procure a weathercock from Hol- 
land; they ordered it, in fact, be- 
fore they sent to the Dutch West 
India Company the beaver skins 
that were to be exchanged for a 
pulpit and bell.

ONGE GOROTE SALUTE 


Woman Who Was Cause of 
Odd Password Revisits 


Scene of Labors. 


Manila, May 9 (By A. P.).—The 
phrase ‘‘Good Morning, Mrs. Kelly,’’ 
which was widely used a quarter of 
a& century ago among the Igorotes 
who inhabit the mountain province, 
was recalled when Mrs. Alice Mc- 


Kay Kelly, of New York, stopped 
here for a brief visit to the scenes 
of her work during the early days’ 
of American occupation. 

Back in 1901, when Mrs. Kelly 
with her husband went into the 


mountain province—she to teach the 
Igorotes a better way to live and 
he to look for gold—the couple 
experienced great difficulty in gain- 
ing the confidence of the primitive 
people. But one day when a chef- 
tain of the tribe approached their 
tent, pitched among the pines, she 
offered him a can of sardines at the 
same time placing her hand on his 
shoulder. She indicated that she 
was his friend. 

Mrs. Kelly did not know a word 
of the Igorote’s dialect and they 
could not understand English. She 
held the cheftain’s attention, repeat- 
ing the words ‘‘Good Morning, Mrs. 
Kelly” until he finally understood 
that she expected him to return the 
Salutation. He left chanting the 
words, and a few days later return- 
ed at the head of his colony, to 
whom he had taught the salutation. 
In chorus they saluted Mrs. Kelly 
with all the English they knew, 
“Good Morning, Mrs. Kelly.” 

For a number of years until the 
Igorotes learned something of Eng- 
lish they were accustomed to salute 
all foreigners with the phrase 
“Good Morning, Mrs. Kelly.”

Some improvement was re- 
ported in retail sales, but this was 
offset by the less favorable showing 
in wholesale channels, which began 
to feel the reaction of the previous 
retail slump. 

Production was curtailed in sev- 
eral divisions of the cotton trade, 
while woolen manufacturers have 
deferred buying of their raw mate- 
rial until conditions in the British 
markets have become more normal. 
In the event of a long strike, the 
textile industry probably will be 
benefited by attracting business 
from England.

New York, May 9.——While the 
stock market has slowed down, un- 
certain which way to turn until the 
political-economic influence of the 


industrial upheaval in Great Britain
